August, 1968: The farcical Demo- 
cratic Convention rages hot and 
heavy at the Amphitheater, and, 
while heads are smashed, white 
blossoms stained red in Lincoln 
Park, Phil Ochs is in Chicago. 
“William Butler Yeats Visits Lin- 
coln Park and Escapes Unscathed.’’ 
Ochs does not. His is supporting a 
pig for president. 


May 19, 1969: Calm has not-quite- 
returned to the Windy City, August 
is not yet forgotten, and, while 
Rennie Davis and Abbie Hoffman 
are busily organizing CONSPIRACY, 
Phil Ochs is in Chicago. He has 
packed Mandel Hall, U. of C., with 


an admirable crowd of thirty-year- 
old peaceniks, freshman SDS’ ers, 
high school radicals. His perfor- 
mance is well received and bitterly 
alive. 


Phil Ochs: slightly cynical, razor- 
witted craftsman of the topical 

poem — behind him: Staunton Military 
Academy, a little journalism from 
Ohio State, a little guitar from Jim 
Glover, the fold-protest movement, 
the “Newport Pneumonia Fuzz Fes- 
tival’’, politics of the absurd, ''Tape 
From California’’, Sen McCarthy 

and Bloody Wednesday. Culmination: 
Rehearsals for Retirement — behind 
it: Ochs’ “trip to hell and back,’

Mason Williams keeps his windows spotless; there is no 
“Old World’’ prejudice to dull his perception, only a 
crack sense of humor to sharpen it, a quick eye to bring 
the world into proper focus. 


Mason was born thirty-one years ago in Abilene, Texas. 
He first became interested in music when a college 
roommate (at Oklahoma City University) taught him to 
play guitar. In a few months Mason was playing regularly 
with a folk trio, the Wayfarers, and continued to perform 
during his stint in the Navy where he was called upon to 
commemorate numerous Navy events in song. His musical 
success in the military encouraged him to continue to 
write, and since his return to civilian life, Mason has 
devoted his creative energies to composing hundreds of 
songs, writing seven books (gleanina most of the mate- 
rial from '' journals'' — bits and scraps of material which 
he collects daily), recording his own compositions (his 
latest Warner Bros. release is entitled ‘’Music’’), per- 
forming in night clubs and on t.v. and occasionally con- 
tributing to the late lamented Smothers Bros. Comedy 
Hour. Mason Williams is not one to be called an idle man! 


The Mason Williams Reading Matter is Mason's newest 
volume, a collection of poetry and prose, freakly little 
bits of satire; some, like, “How to Derive the Maximum 
Enjoyment From Crackers'', hilarious in their absurdity. 
Included among the poems are a series to the rhythm of

Many listeners have asked me what Ron Britain REALLY 
does when he finishes his show at 1:00am. Now, that 
exciting story can be revealed, for the first time, here 
in PSYCHE PSCENE. Management has set up a test 
kitchen in the WCFL Disc Jockey Penthouse Apartment 
in Marina City and that’s exactly where Ron dashes 
after his show. He stays up all night (| mean, all morn- 
ing) working with his laboratory equipment, trying to 
perfect his recipe for PSYCHEDELIC STOOL PIGEON 
UNDERGROUND GLASS. From the smell of the kitchen, 
l'd say that neither the pigeon nor Ron are going to 
make the scene. 


When Ron leaves the studio (and perhaps because Ron 
leaves the studio) the full moon usually appears in 
the black skies above. This brings out the beast in 
the hearts of men, (and chicks!) and many listeners 
who call me on my all-night talk show are under the 
influence of the full moon. 


You may ask whatever you like when you call me from 
lam through 6am, Tuesday morning through Sunday 
morning.

When is Jim Stagg going 
to bring the Beatles back for another concert in Chi- 
cago? Is sensitivity training dangerous? Is it wrong 
for my boyfriend? Is Dick Biondi putting out his own 
brand of frozen pizza? To be a conscious objector? 
How much do disc jockeys make? Has Clark Weber 
got a GTO? Is LSD dangerous, and can it do your kids 
any harm if you take it? Does Joel Sabastian write 
poetry, like Rod McKuen? When you’re pregnant? Is it 
possible for my dad to stop drinking? Why aren't girls 
paid the same as boys for the same work done? Is 
Ron Riley as cute as he sounds over the air? Does 
Jerry G. Bishop really play guitar? 


Most of the male listeners do call and ask questions 
about the various social issues of the day — poverty, 
racism, Viet Nam. But 97% of them call because they 
have heard a certain young lady call me every night 
with a poem that she has composed just for me. Some- 
times, her poetry gets so earthy that we have to put 
her sultry sounds on the 8-second-delay. She calls 
herself **MISS LAVENDER BLUE'' and her voice turns 
the air in the studio just that color! 


If you have something that’s bugging you, why not 
give me a call at ACtion 2-1650 and we'll talk it over! 


Poco's long awaited Epic Ip. 
"Pickin' Up the Pieces,” hit 
the market last month, and it 
occurred to me that it might 
be interesting to consult with 
people of true country roots 
before reviewing the disc. In 
addition, | wanted to find out 
just what had happened to 
suddenly bring country to the 
forefront of the music world, 
why Glen Campbell, “a coun- 
try picker from way back’’ was 
hosting a top rated tv show, 
and Johnny Cash's new series 
was about to provide Bob Dy- 
lan with his first major net- 
work television appearance. 
So, in the interest of ever pur- 
suing the truth (ahem), | hop- 
ped into my Model-T and drove 
out to the woodsy nook in Des 
Plaines which houses WJJD, 
Chicago's country outlet — an- 
ticipating a brief explanatory 
interview with d.j.’s Roy Sting- 
ley and Stan Scott. 


Said “brief explanatory inter- 
view’’ turned into an amazing 
ninety minute rap. Roy and 
Stan are warm, friendly indi- 
viduals with the unique ability 
to make others as excited 
about their field as they are. 
We began by listening to the 
Poco disc. In case you haven't 
figured it out yet, Poco are 
faur talented musicians who've 
bound together to produce 
sounds in the same vein as 
the Burrito Bros. — steel gui- 
tars and rasping falsetto and 
great whoops of joy. 


"What this really is," says 
Stan, ''is a group of folk sing- 
ers with a country backing. 
They've got the voice breaks 
and steel guitar, but it's still 
the teen voice, high tenor 
sound. It's really too polished, 
too “good” to sell on the 
country market today. What 


Poco and the Byrds and a few 
others are trying for is the 
blue grass-folk sound, and, in 
reality, that makes up a very 
small percentage of the coun- 
try product.’ 


Roy agreed, ''Poco and the 
Bryds are really creating their 
own form of music which, for 
lack of a better name, they're 
calling country. But they're 
still banking on heavy bass 
lines and driving rhythms. 
These people are creating 
their own market. In country 
the vocal is always up front — 
rhythm and everything else be 
damned!'' 


Roy went on to explain that 
one reason Poco and other 
similar groups could never 
make it with the broad audi- 
ence to whom country appeals 
is their (the groups') associ- 
ation with “the British thing,’’ 
their desertion of Elvis for 
“all that hair.” Musicians 一 
from the Beatles on — became 
preoccupied with a youth 
thing; the establishment, po- 
litically and musically was, 
in effect, cancelled out. Stan 
commented, ‘If Poco did coun- 
try songs as we know them, 
wore the clothes real country 
singers wear, they'd be part 
of the establishment they're 
supposed to be rejecting.'' 


Roy and Stan are actually 
quite enthusiastic about the 
new “country” music; they 
don't demean its musical val- 
idity on the commercial coun- 
try market. Next month we'll 
try to get at what is valid on 
the country market. Meanwhile 
dig Poco on Epic and Johnny 
Cash on ABC-TV and you may 
begin to get the idea all by 
yourself. L.M. 


B ROD McKUEN 


I’m not a postcard person. I’ve never gone in for or- 
namental plates from Denver or wobbly headed dolls 
with funny hats that say “Miami.” When | came home 
from Los Angeles the summer of 1967, | brought back 
only one souvenir: a small blue volume called Stanyan 
Street and Other Sorrows, the verse of a then obscure Amer- 

, can poet named Rod McKuen. 


<> When Rod McKuen performs you can reach out and touch the 
silence. It hangs in the air and hovers about the gravel voiced 
hero with the mist of the spotlights and the tears. The audience 
becomes suspended within McKuen's presence; there is no com- 
munity cough, only charisma. 


Rod McKuen's concert presentation is in the tradition of the European 
cabaret; his performance is reminiscent of Marlene Dietrich: it is in- 
timate rather than showy. Working with piano, bass, guitar and drums 
behind him, McKuen builds a delicate, but deliberately structured, 
concert combining readings (''Sloopy'' and **ThexArt of Catching 
Trains’’) with simply arranged, lovingly rendered: tunes — his 
own (“The World | Used to Know’’ and ''Trashy'*) and 

those of French chansonnier Jacques 8۳۵۱ ۵ 
dam'' and ''Seasons of the Sun’’). 


Rod McKuen is a sentimentalist. His concern.is not so 
much for rhyme and rhythm as it is for the poetry of-the 
very medium of language. His songs are a backward.glance 
and a weathered smile. McKuen was born in Oakland,Calif. 
and grew up in California, Nevada, Washington and Ore- 
gon. He has punched out cookies in a Nabisco factory, 
worked as a lumber jack, broken horses, sold shoes; 
written a newspaper column, served as a ranch hand on 
Bing Crosby's Nevada spread and got his first taste of 
show business as a teen disc jockey in Oakland. Later Rod 
served in the Army as a **psychological warfare'' script 
writer, worked as a folk singer and a movie actor and finally 
assasinated his vocal chords with a stint as a rock and roll singer. 
Rod McKuen has **been to town.'' His music is a departure from all these 
places, and arrival at an understanding of all these things. 


In the two years since my trip to Los Angeles, Warner Bros.—Seven Arts has released six 
albums of Rod McKuen's songs and verse. Random House has bought andre-issued Stanyan 
Street and Other Sorrows (it was originally published by McKuen's own company) as well 
as publishing two additional volumes, Listen to the Warm and Lonesome Cities. A fourth 
book will appear this September. 


No matter where you visit this summer, bring home a Rod McKuen book as a rememberance. His 
words are truly souvenirs from everywhere. L.M.

TROUT is something of 
a scholar in black magic, though that’s hardly the kind 
he applied to CHAD MITCHELL’s smash new Bell Ip: 
CHAD. Side one, cut one is the H.P. LOVECRAFT tune, 
"White Ship.'* Production is almost identical to the 
LOVECRAFT recording, but Chad’s voice compliments a 
fine, fine song. . .NEW TRIER EAST alumnus KIM MILFORD 
is now appearing in the Broadway cast of "HAIR"... 
EPIC promo man MIKE KAGAN (newly arrived from New 
York) may not believe in Chicago's 10:30 p.m. curfew, 
but he has great faith in the NICE; England's superb 
improvisational group tore things up at the Playground. . . 
JONI MITCHELL charmed an enthusiastic Northwestern 
crowd recently with a simplicity of song and spirit that 
delighted even the idle hip. Joni disguised her audience 
as the Mormon Tabernacle Choir and threatened to de- 
mand her money back if their performance wasn't up to 
par. JONI MITCHELL returns to Chicago August 16th (at 
the Auditorium) — this time with friends CROSBY, STILLS 
& NASH. The concert is part of a heavy summer sched- 
ule from TRIANGLE. . .MOH is a new 6-man jazz oriented 
combo featuring organ work by talented BOB EISENMAN 
...the COLWELL WINFIELD BLUES BAND brought their 
COLD WIND BLUES to Chicago from Woodstock, N.Y.

It’s that way with LOVE, the new programming, 
promotion and sales concept of the ABC owned 
FM stations, heard in Chicago over WLS FM 
(94.7) from 7 p.m. to 1 a.m. nightly. LOVE is a 
new way to reach listeners in the 18 to 28 age 
bracket; its originality confirms the fact that this 
generation truly is just a little different from the 
last, that smoking marijuana is not the same as 
swallowing goldfish, that an LSD trip is a hell 
of a lot higher than the top of a flag pole. 


LOVE producers Allen Shaw and George Yahraes 
realized that radio, if pursued as a creative 
medium, might reach the young minds whose 
world had expanded beyond the one dimensional 
reality of Top 40ism. To this end they developed 
LOVE, a total sound in radio. LOVE communi- 
cates to its audience on several levels: Music 
is handled by Brother John, pleasantly deep- 
voiced d.j. and former Lutheran minister with a 
feel for words that allows him to get the point 
across while maintaining admirable economy of 
language. The music, itself, ranges from the 
Flying Burrito Bros. to Blood, Sweat & Tears to 
Bob Dylan. It’s not underground, but contempor- 
ary rock — ‘‘It has all the discipline of clas- 
sical music, but with greater relevance to our 
times." Howard Smith, former executive editor 
of EYE and assistant publisher of VILLAGE 
VOICE, regularly contributes to LOVE through 
taped interviews and reports dealing with sub- 
jects of interest to LOVE listeners. In addition, 
Bobaloo contributes lyric interpretations which 
explore the possible meanings of many a song. 
LOVE’s American Dialogue Line gives voice 
to the opinions of a vital, enthusiastic audience. 


LOVE is designed to appeal to the sixth sense: 
the aesthetic sense — on commercial, musical 
and intellectual levels.

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JOE KELLEY BLUES BAND 


The Joe Kelley Blues Band is a really, really fine band — the 
kind you pay attention to because their sound is a compelling 
obligation to listen. 


Kelley says: ''Our music is just what it is; you hear it and see 
it, and then you know what it is. It's all blues oriented and 
blues rooted — the feel is blues, but | don't think you could 
classify the music we play as blue. It's music.’’ 


The Joe Kelley Blues Band is Dan Prindle (tenor sax), Tom 
Schiffour (drums). Pete Peterson (trumpet), Roger Maltz (bass) 
and Joe Kelley (guitar and vocals). They've been together about 
nine months, though Roger and Joe kicked about for a year 
prior to this, searching for the proper musical companionship. 


Kelley says: ''A lot of my influences have been folk blues 
Singers like Lightnin' Hopkins and Big Joe Williams — they 
were my early introduction to blues. Then, as | got into blues 
a little deeper, | became more aware of the urban blues singers 
— B.B. King and others. As a group our approach to blues is 
Sort of rewriting it from the original Chicago blues of Howlin' 
Wolf and Muddy Waters. It's like a contemporary approach to 
the down and out blues, a contemporary approach to an old thing. 


When Joe Kelley's Band plays at the Cellar it's like a Cubs 
game at Wrigley Field on Memorial Day: they're the home team, 
and Kelley and Co. know it. Their sound and manner are that 
of swaggering self-confidence — the music is bold and brassy 
in tone, but unlimited in scope: at one point during the set | 
caught, the horns broke into a chaotic Charles Lloydian con- 
versation which ended in a musical difference of opinion, both 
voices (sax and trumpet) raised in unholy malediction. 


Kelley says: “The whole band, the music we play and our ap- 
proach to it, is just honest, straight forward.. We just play and 
that's it. We're not interested in any gimmicks, we're just five 
cats who really dig playing music. Everyone in my group is a 
serious minded musician — we're all in it for the music. Every 
guy in the group is really into the music, into his instrument. 
People play in groups for billions of reasons, but | think that's 
the one predominant thing about my band: everyone is in the 
group to play.'* L.M. 
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Many people, adults mostly, are curious concerning 
the outbursts in which today’s students are involved. 
They want to know why the youths insist on taking 
over and destroying the institutions of higher learn- 
ing which exist purely to further the education of 
themselves and their fellow young people. One rea- 
son for such rebellion could be that the students 
aren't really getting an education, or at least not 
the kind they desire to receive. 


Perhaps student dissent is really an example of a 
special kind of patriotism: certainly to most such 
destruction is a strange way to show love of coun- 
try, but it does exhibit the students’ interest in their 
schooling and in the world around them, and it’s a 
darn sight better than the apathy displayed by the 
so-called ''silent majority''. 


| do not advocate the violent overthrow of anything, 
but this country has forgotten to balance daily life 
by instituting change in all areas of society; living 
in a half-updated, half-old fashioned world puts a 
strain on sensibilities that no one should be forced 
to confront. Preparation in today's schools is no 
longer relevant to the highly competitive, business 
oriented world outside those schools, and if demon- 
strations (which have a tendency to develop into 
riots) are the only way in which students can bring 
this fact along with other demands to the attention 
of university administrators, then they must proceed. 


But students should not stop searching for a better 
way to accomplish the task. A less violent way to 
effect change must exist, and | believe it will be 
found. For now, however, obsolete systems must be 
corrected by any means feasible. 


Student revolt is nothing to be frowned upon, and it 
cannot be ignored. It is not something to be de- 
nounced as ''Communist-backed'' or the work of 
“upshot young ruffians.'' Student rebellion must be 
heard, investigated, understood. Students are not 
fighting the established systems because they enjoy 
the sound of sirens or the stench of jails; they have 
honest complaints and demands: they want to change 
for the better the institutions in which they are ''in- 
carcerated'' for some twenty of the “best” years of 
their lives. 


Perhaps through the educational revisions students 
are now demanding, our entire society will undergo 
some relevant changes, advancing man to a state 
more human than the one in which he functions today.

For those suffering from severe, though hopefully brief, 
lapse of memory, let me explain, or attempt to explain it 
to you. 


It appears that since a grand total of eight people were 
informed that they were part of this ''conspiracy'' (among 
other things they were suspected of planning to pollute 
Chicago drinking water with LSD), the eight involved have 
decided to give the public what it apparently wants: Ab- 
bie Hoffman, Rennie Davis and a number of others influ- 
ential in the Movement have organized CONSPIRACY, a 
Chicago-based operation raising financial and moral 
support for the eight accused whose trial will take place 
in September. 


CONSPIRAGY has a headquarters (28 E. Jackson) and a 
phone (427 - 7773), passes out buttons and leaflets to the 
public, and, as you probably see, it's a strictly under- 
ground movement. 


Recently (on June 20 and 21) CONSPIRACY held a tag day 
in Chicago's Loop during which the general public was 
asked to make contributions and received, in turn, tags 
which read, “Join the Conspiracy.'* The tag day was 
illegal, an attempt to challenge the Chicago tag day or- 
dinance, but, for some strange reason, (ahem) there were 
no police hassles. One city official claimed (on network 
television, yet) that he had seen no tags. 


Abbie Hoffman plans to bring YIP back to Chicago during 
his trial in September; he's already applied for the neces- 
sary park permit to lodge his party members. 


Now, either this CONSPIRACY means absolutely nothing 
or it means absolutely everything, which is it? Ho hum. 
About all one can do is wait and see. . . or join and act.

Alice Cooper: Pretties For You (Straight 


STS 1051). A freaky, freaky disc by 
Frank Zappa's newest protegees — a 
Sort of Mothers of Invention approach 
to acid rock; it's impossible to get 
through the whole thing at one sitting, 
but if you dig the Mothers, this is your 
territory. 


Shades of Joy (Fontana SRF 67592) is 
a San Francisco jazz aggregation with 
definite possibilities. Their material 
is strong, their vocals disappointly 
weak; but the instrumental work is 
occasionally outstanding as in’ Icarus 
Revealed'' and **4th Stride'' which 
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combines the influences of 
1959 rock with piano bar jazz 
and avant garde innovations. 
Interesting. 


Joni Mitchell: C/ouds (Reprise RS 
6341). Ten poem-songs of fine-lined 
innocence and experience, feathery 
images etched with care in the colors 
of Joni's haunting alto. Among the 
finest are “That Song About the Mid- 
way'' and “The Gallery.’’ The album 
is exquisite. 


Billie Joe Becoat: Ref/ections in a 
Cracked Mirror (Fantasy 8392) is a 
gem of urban blues and black wit. 
Becoat sings of America, a cracked 
mirror in which the Negro sees his 
dreams reflected like the distorted 
whims of a child, his life a grotesque 
parady of existence. “Hi Fiddle Dee 
Fee'' and “Sheepskin Blues” are 
brilliant. Ask for this one, demand it, 
listen to it. 


The Left Banke: The Left Banke Too 
(Smash SRS 67113). This Ip is basi- 
cally a rhythm thing: the group sounds 
great on ‘Goodby Holly'' and “Nice 
to See You.” L.l. 


The Trolls: Animated Music (Smash 
SRS 67114) is the Trolls newest: the 
big song here is "Satin City News.” 
The Ip is a tasteful, but heavy, rock 
album. L.l. 


Woody's Truck Stop (Smash SRS 61111) 
is one of the best of the recently re- 
leased acid rock albums. Strongest 
cuts are ‘Checkin’ on My Baby” and 
“Marble Reflections.” L.l. 


A CLOSER LOOK 


Joe Cocker: With a Little Help From 
My Friends (A & M SP 4182). A little 
help from your friends is a gas, es- 
pecially if your friends include B.J. 
Wilson, Matthew Fisher, Jimmy Page, 
and Stevie Winwood. The album is 
heavy without being tiresome. 
Cocker’s vocals are beautifully 
understated. “Just Like هر‎ 
"Don't Let Me Be Misunderstood'* 
and the title song alone are worth the 
price of the disc. 


Tim Buckley: Happy Sad (Elektra EKS 
74045) is Tim Buckley transformed, 
metamorphosed from angry young man 
to jazz musician extraordinaire. Pro- 
duced with delicacy and brilliance by 
Jerry Yester and Zal Yanovsky, Happy 
Sad is basically jazz in feeling, built 
on a framework of warm vibe, marimba 
and bass solos. The songs are gentle, 
Hardin-like tunes: “Strange Feelin’ '' 
and ''Buzzin' Fly'' provide ironic con- 
trast to the bitter agony of “Goodbye 
and Hello.'' Buckley has learned to 
use his voice as an instrument, to 
relax mind and music. . .and smile. 
The album is a truly lovely piece of 
work. 


Procol Harum: A Sa/ty Dog (A & M SP 
4179) is an album for the poetry con- 
Scious minority, an organized hodge- 
podge of styles from ''A Salty Dog’’ 
(an ambiguous narrative in the vein 
of “Whiter Shade of Pale”) to ۷ 
John Pink'' (South Side of Chicago 
blues) to the broadly classical 
""Wreck of the Hesperas.'' Still, 
there's something obscure about the 
album that puts me off, kills the 
excitement. Listening should be an 
ease, not an effort. 


John Renbourn: Sir Jon Alot of Merrie 
Englandes Musyk Thyng & Ye Grene 
Knyghte (Reprise Rs 6344) is an ex- 
ceptionally fine jazz album (despite 
the title) by British guitarist John 


Renbourn (of the Pentangle) whose 
talents are here supplemented by 
percussionist Terry Cox and flutist 
Ray Warleigh. Excepting a single 
Charles Lloyd piece, all ten compo- 
sitions are by Renbourn and/or his 
companions, and all are imaginative, 
short things experimenting with a 
variety of influences — Baroque, 
country, Indian — using only the 
conventional instruments mentioned. 
The trio blends and swells and tri- 
umphs in an album of simplicity and 
grace. 


Sea Train (A&M SP 4171) is startling- 
ly original, if not in concept, then in 
the degree of success attained. Sea 
Train more nearly resembles a rock 
orchestra than a group. Personnel in- 
cludes Roy Blumenfeld (drums) and 
Andy Kulberg (bass and flute) from the 
old Blues Project, as well as Richard 
Green, formerly violinist with Jim 
Kweskin's Jugband. The sound is jazz 
with a lilting classical feel to it: 

Sea Train's music is an affirmation 

of the incredible potential of the 
violin as a rock lead instrument.Their 
album is sometimes freaky, sometimes 
funky — the musicianship is nothing 
short of brilliant. As the saying goes; 
Sea Train is indescribably delicious. 
They sound pretty good, too. 


Johnny Winter: (CS 9826). Backed by 
super-hype from Rolling Stone and 
lots of bread from Columbia, Texan 
albino Johnny Winter had a two-fold 
disadvantage to overcome with his 
first Ip — he did so with an album of 
immense integrity and genius. Johnny 
Winter plays electric blues without 
prostituting the medium. Unfortun- 
ately, Columbia was unable to dis- 
regard the commercial potential of 
their multi-thousand dollar investment, 
and so Johnny's first Ip is a collec- 
tion of short, marketable tunes 

rather than a few long, interpretive 
numbers which would have been a lot 
more satisfying musically. Still, 
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what's here is great — inoffensive 
even to the most traditional of blues 
fans. “Be Careful With a Fool'' is 
fine, ditto “Mean Mistreater.''

HOT BUTTERED SOUL — By Issac Hayes 
(Enterprise Records) ENS 1001 


ISSAC HAYES is known in the music business as a sona 
writer, and to my knowledge has never had a vocal hit 
of his own. This album, “Hot Buttered Soul’’, should do 
it for him. The album consists of only four tunes with 
about 60 minutes worth of good soulful listening. 


Stick-outs in the album are “Walk On By”, a Burt Bacha- 
rach tune, which Isaac works on for twelve full minutes, 
The Barkays take a few minutes to set the mood for Isaac, 
who then moans softly and improvises his way through 
the Bacharach lyric, almost as if he’s re-writing as he 
aces along. Then there's “By the Time | Get to Phoenix'* 
which Isaac sets up by actually admitting that he's 
bringing the tune ''right on down to soulsville'' and tells 
the entire story of the power of love in a painful and 
almost ''preachy'' manner. He talks for at least nine 
minutes and finally glides gracefully into the vocal 
“Phoenix.” It's hip. It's definitely soulful. 


ROTARY CONNECTION SONGS- By The Rotary Connection 
(Cadet Concent) LPS 322 


An excellent album by the Rotary Connection showing 

off their instrumental as well as vocal talents in their 
usual progressive rock style. Outstanding tracks are 
“*Respect’’, “The Weight’’ and “This Town” which show- 
cases the sound of Sidney Barnes. Sidney sings it sin- 
cerely, sweetly and also shows off his wide range and 
balled artistry.
